Third Amendment 
Should Be Killed. . 


MIAMI—While proposed consti- 
tutional amendment No. 3 to be 
voted on at the general election 
in November was sponsored by the 
Dade County delegation in the last 
legislature and is designed to bring 
about fhe consolidation of city and 
county government in that county, 
“it is not the harmless thing that 
its sponsors and some newspapers 
would have you believe,” . points 
out Carl T. Hoffman, Chairman of 
the Miami Beach Chamber of 
Commerce, State and County Af- 
fairs. Committe. i 

Speaking before the representa- 
tives of 25 Dade County civic or- 
ganizations constituting the Presi- 
Hoffman pointed 
out that every county in the state 
is directly affected, and should the 
amendment pass it would be a 
basic instrument of destruction of 
municipalities anywhere in the 
state and pave the way for minor- 
ity or clique ‘control of local gov- 
ernment. . 

Because of the intricate techni- 
cal language used in the amend- 
ment not ons voter in a. thousand 
could’ conceivably understand it, 
and it is so controversial that it 
paved the way for, endless litiga- 
tion. 

The amendment if passed would 
destroy the long established ‘uni- 
formity of county governmeent 
throughout the state and open, the 
gate to establishing .67 different 
types of county government. This 
may play havoc with the credit 
structure of counties. 

Before voting -for this amend- 
ment, Hoffman urges every citizen 
to study the. proposition carefully 
and is eonfident that if they fully 
realize the true meaning and far- 
reaching effects they will vote 
against this dangerous measur2.
